Philadelphia Convicts ‘Bak- 
ed’ to Death, Official 


Statement Says. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 24.—(P) 
Two prison guards were held on 
homicide charges today in what an 
official statement called the “bak- 
ing to death” of four hunger-strik- 
ing convicts in steam-heated pun- 
ishment cells at the Philadelphia 
county prison.

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THE WORLD’S OIL 

In the not too distant future petroleum oil, 
or rather the lack of it, may prove one of the 
world’s greatest economic problems. In view 
of such a prospect, the desire to own colonies 
where oil might be discovered, the determina- 
tion to hold those already possessed, the covet- 
ous glances in the direction of smaller oil pro- 
ducing countries and the expropriation of 
privately-owned oil properties may better be 
understood. In any event it tends to focus at- 
tention on the fact the world has already con- 
sumed over half of all the proven oil reserves. 

Since Drake’s first oil well was sunk in 1857, 
a matter of 81 years ago but a short time as 
nations go, 29,135,000,000 barrels of petroleum 
oil have been produced and consumed in the 
world. This output is measured in United 
States standard oil barrels of 42 gallons. Of 
this amount 18,696,000,000 barrels were brought 
to the surface in the United States, putting the 
nation far out in front. As a producer Russia 
ranked second with approximately one-sixth, 
Mexico third with one-tenth, Venezuela fourth 
with one-fourteenth the total production of the 
United States. ? 

It is the future supply, however, which is 
causing anxiety among the nations. 

Proven oil reserves in the world today, ac- 
cording to the American Petroleum Institute, 
amount to only 27,972,000,000 barrels, approxi- 
mately 1,000,000,000 barrels less than have al- 
ready been consumed to date. 

Fortunately for the United States, this 
country also stands far in front with 15,507,- 
000,000 barrels as of January, 1938. Among the 
states Texas ranks first, California second, 
Oklahoma third, and Louisiana fourth. Russia, 
among the nations, Sands second with 3,000,- 
000,000 barrels of proven reserves, ranking 
about equally with California, but having only 
one-third as much as Texas. Irak, among the 
nations, comes third, Persia fourth and Vene- 
zuela fifth. Rdumania, looked upon with covet- 
ous eyes by the have-not Fascist nations of 
Europe, has only 500,000,000 barrels of proven 
reserves. But this looms large to those coun- 
tries almost entirely without oil. 

Great Britain, next to the United States, 
controls more oil reserves than any other coun- 
try, having large stakes in Irak, Persia and in 
many other parts of the world. The recent ex- 
propriations in Mexico, however, have reduced 
these reserves to some extent. 

In all probability other rich reserves will be 
discovered, but the fact remains the world sup- 
ply of oil, as now known, is anything but in- 
exhaustible. At the present rate of production 
and consumption, 50 years or less, according to 
some authorities, will bring the world within 
sight of the danger point of exhaustion. Per- 
haps science will, by then, have discovered 
other means of producing power for propelling 
motor vehicles, passenger vessels, trains, air- 
planes and warships. 


WHEN BOYS THINK 


There was something appealing and touch- 
ing in that letter to Mayor Hartsfield from a 
group of West End youngsters who volunteered 
their services in the prevention of traffic. ac- 
cidents. Since the death of one of their play- 
mates six weeks ago, the boys did a lot of hard 
thinking. The result was the organizing of a 
safety patrol. 


In the letter to the mayor, the boys told about 
the death of their comrade, who was killed 
while riding a bicycle, and abéut their drive for 
membership in the new organization. Then 
they outlined some constructive suggestions, 
saying: “We think if the boys of the city of 
Atlanta had lights and would enforce the 
license tags it would be a lot better. Will you 
please send us a signed letter that gives us au- 
thority to punish children who break the law 
by crossing a red light or riding at night with- 
out a light or reflector?” 

Captain Jack Malcom, head of the traffic 
department, will confer with the boys. The 
mayor praised the lads for their spirit and 
civic-mindedness, and said he “wished more 
adults were as civic-minded as these boys.”

ENDING A FARCE 

The scrapping by Rebel Generalissimo Fran- 
co of Britain's plan for getting foreign fighters 
out of Spain has ended what, at best, was large- 
ly a nonintervention farce. It was plain weeks 
ago that Franco’s allies, Italy and Germany, 
meant to repudiate the plan. Their delay in 
carrying out their obligations under the scheme 
was in effect a tacit repudiation. Now, in a 
suave diplomatic note, the Insurgent leader 
“accepted” the proposal and then qualified it 
to death. The move put a new strain on the 
patience of Britain and other members of the 
26-nation nonintervention committee. 

The position of Franco and his Fascist al- 
lies is not a happy one. They are like desperate 
gamblers in a game for big stakes. They can’t 
afford to quit when they are winning, because 
of the hope and need of winning more. And 
when they’re losing, the need to play becomes 
more acute, and they must gamble on. 

Several months ago the cause of Loyalist 
Spain appeared hopeless. Now the tide of bat- 
tle has turned in favor of the Barcelona gov- 
ernment. Some foreign observers believe the 
latest demonstration of Loyalist strength has 
convinced Franco he needs the help of Hitler 
and Mussolini more than ever, that he can’t 
hope to win without it. As for the German and 
Italian worthies, they’ve put themselves on 
rather a large spot, committing themselves so 
deeply to a Rebel triumph they can’t leave 
Franco out in the cold until victory has been 
won, And that victory is apparently far away. 

Other observers believe the nonintervention 
plan was merely a scheme to insure Franco’s 
victory with the least possible loss of prestige 
and “face” for the powers that had sought to 
halt intervention originally. These observers 
point to the many opportunities for delay and 
the elaborate machinery proposed for the with- 
drawal of foreign troops. Strength is lent to 
this theory in the fact the Loyalists’ strong 
stand recently has brought about virtual death 
to the scheme, with Franco putting the finial 
crepe on the nonintervention- door. 


| MUNICIPAL REVENUES 

Other revenue channels .are gaining upon 
the property tax as a source of municipal rev- 
enue, a survey by the Federation of Tax Ad- 
ministrators has revealed. In 1936 nonproperty 
revenues reached 41 per cent of total revenue 
receipts, culminating an upward trend of three 
decades, it is estimated by the federation from 
a study of tax books in 94 American cities of 
more than 100,000 population. 

A 30-year spread of municipal revenue shows 
that the general property tax totalled $256,000,- 
000 in 1906, or 80 per cent of the total, and 
$1,726,054,000 in 1936—despite the enormous 
gain, however, only 59 per cent of the total. All 
other revenue climbed from $61,007,000, or 20 
per cent, in 1906 to $1,165,068,000 in 1936, or 41 
per cent. Prominent in revenue sources gaining 
upon the property tax are municipal charges 
and fees. Although not formally “tax” receipts, 
these are levied upon a sufficient number of 
taxpayers to deserve consideration in any com- 
pilation of municipal revenues. These include: 
Poll taxes, license fees, special assessments, 
fines, forfeits and escheats;: subventions and 
grants, donations, pension. assessments, high- 
way privileges, rents and interest, earnings of 
general departments and earnings out of pub- 
lic service enterprises. 

Constantly expanding real estate valuations 
and rising tax rates, spurred by the speculative 
boom of the ’20’s, brought property tax collec- 
tions to an all-time high, in 1931, of $2,500,000,- 
000. This was 67 per cent of the total. 

The staggering impact of the depression was 
reflected quickly in municipal revenues. Prop- 
erty values declined sharply, cities cast about 
desperately for other sources, and the rise in 
nonproperty taxes has been steady. Many of 
these taxes are the so-called “painless” type. 
It may be safely assumed that they will re- 
main-an integral part of the tax system.

JEFFERSON AND THIRD TERM

Thomas Jefferson has been much quoted in 
recent months and years, by New Dealers, anti-
